Thanks for your note of April 19, forwarding typescript page

you have checked. 1 take it the extra copies are for Paul and O^Bry, and I will 
forward them to each, with a cooy of this letter. 

I am in accord with your comment abour Boger Craig and had already 
communicated that belief to others lest year when I saw a c4py of the corrections 
Roger made In hia printed testimony. It could not be believed. 

In each of the cases where you note "changes present", I think we should 
know what changes were made. I think we should sthdy them carefully. VShile 
without doubt most are innocuous, some mey hot bey sthBxxxywX I think any that 
might he significant might not ap-ear so at first galncs. " have several such 
cases. More, understanding whether or not there is signifl fence nay require the 
most detailed understanding of the moat intricate evidence. If it presents no 
groat burden to you, i'd like to see oech of the changes, even if they seem to 
be only gramatlcei. Some are those I asked y6u to check, like the doctors, 

Q ’Sullivan and Snyder. I had elread) done others, like Blalock and G eraci. 

It is possible to justify the ed ting of the 0*S testimony on Ferrie 
esH 8 homo on the ground he wes then still alive. However, it is also possible to 
attribute significance- to Liebaler’s having hod this knowledge and done nothing 
with it because he also took Andrews' testimony, which did connect Oswald with . 
homosexuals. 

V.Uen next you check testimony, recall ray suggestion that you insist 
on seeing the set thitwent to the printing office, I'his page from 0’ S does not 
show any editing, “t is only by comparison with the printed text that it can be 
detected, i'ou'll also save much time with the printer’s set because you will see 
the writing. ■- 

For Paul and Gary’s benefit, the picture you say “ohnson told you 
they do not have was with the anonymous letter sent to Ruby while he was in jail, 
“'ohnson said it might have been sent to Dallas for t ::e trial and not returned. 

You ask my opinion d'f the -ohn Birch Society. I think it is very 
wrong, very dangerous, utterly irrational. Some of the individual psmbers are 
deeply concerned, serious people who lack understanding and believe what they 
are told. The society’s spoken and written words are at best eminently undependable. 
Because tuey seem soft-spoken, they era misunderstood. They ere really quite 
extreme. Imagine tha founder celling Eiseaho'-rer a conscious Communist -.gent. It 
should have been his and. I think you would do well to avoid having snything to 
do with then. They have no con' ection with the case, in my opinion. Some indivi- 
du'ils ere slightly involved and I think were unfairly treated by the government.
